to the head was a bruise on the forehead. 
Thé ribs had been crushed by the fall: 
Deceased was a native or Maine, and 
52 years of age.

ist. The induction of R. B. Hayes into the 
office of President, in violation ofthe clearly

Sth. The Democracy of Nevada is in favor 


ofthe State, county and municipal govern 
ment; and that every species of property bear 
its justand equal burden of taxation. While 
no war is made on the great corporat ons, it 
is demanded that their property shall contri- 
bute to the support of government, the same 
as other property, Unflinching opposition to 
any further exemption of the net proceeds of 
the mines is announced, the mining interests 
being now sufficiently encouraged and pro- 
tected. Such a reduction of State taxation is 
demanded as will prevent any accumulation of 
money in the State Treasury, and as will only 
furnish a sufficiency for the interest on the 
State debt and the economical administration 
of the State government. ‘ 

6th. The Democracy repudiates the doc- 
trine that any officer may disregard and ignore
